Mayor Davidson, Chirt Thompson 
and City (’Ink Davidson for more than 
ten days past have been bothered al 
most every hour In the day with re­ 
marks of censure concerning Hic !l' 
lowing of a building to stand intar t 
In the middle of Jefferson street, near 
Fifth street. This morning their atten­ 
tion was railed to another building 
which adorns the public highway on 
West Market street. 
The three officials in question have 
been unable to advise the ninny who 
have resist ‘red objections and have 
also refrained from any words of re­ 
pudiation, due to the fact that none 
were confident rtf the 
stand 
which 
they could take In the matter. 
Ac­ 
cording to un ordinance in the ordi­ 
nance book held by the mayor 
the 
owner of the building which stands 
at Jefferson and Fifth 
streets 
has 
committed no Awrong and cannot he 
held liable. 
He received 
a 
permit 
from the city clerk to remove 
the 
house and that was deemed suftleitnt 
However, this morning the 
officials 
•were prompted to scour the 400 or 
more ordinances that are contained 
in i1 
ordinance hook and by so doing 
they discovered one that will result 
either in the removal 
of the build­ 
ings or the city will look to thr' own­ 
er for damages. 
The ordinance was 
passed October 4, 1X97. and is styled 
' An ordinance to regulate the remov­ 
al of any building over or upon any 
of 
the 
streets, 
alleys 
or 
public 
grounds of said city.” 
, 
The. ordinance In full is as follows: 
"Section I,— Be It 
ordained 
and 
enacted by the council of the city of 
East Liverpool, two-thirds of all mem­ 
ber* concurring, that no 
erson or 
persons shall remove or cause to he 
removed on, along 
or 
across 
any 
street, alley or public way within ho Iii 
city 
any dwelling house, 
business 
house, stable of other structure with­ 
out having first obtained from the city 
clerk a written permit to do so. 
"Section 2.—Upon applying for such 
permit and before the same shall he 
issued the person or persons seeking 
the same shall file in the office of tho 
city clerk a bond in the sum of $500. 
payalde to the city of East Liverpool 
for use of tho party injured and with 
sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the city clerk, conditional that said 
person or persons shall fully repair 
any or all damages done to said street 
or other city or private property by 
the removal of said building and shall 
save ami keep harmless the said city 
from and 
expense, 
loss or damages 
that it may sustain by reason of said 
building. 
The person or persons re­ 
ceiving such permit shall exercise the 
same, subject to all other grants and 
franchises granted to others by any 
ordinance or resolution of council. 
"Section 3.~N o person or persons 
removing such buildings shall permit 
the same to remain on any particular 
block on any street or public way for 
a longer period than three days, and a 
good and sufficient passage way for 
one vehicle shall at all times be pro­ 
vided on one side of said building. 
"Section 4.—Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be fined not less than $50 and 
not more than $100 and the costs of 
prosecution.” 
With the above ordinance 
to 
act 
upon there is likely to be something 
doing. For the one loc ated at the cor­ 
ner of Fifth and Jefferson streets the 
owner simply has a permit to move it. 
and the building has stood in one po­ 
sition at least three times the number 
of days legally allowed. 
The one 
standing in West Market street was 
placed there without the owner even 
securing a permit, it is said. 
Mayor Davidson frankly 
admitted 
that he did not know that there was 
an ordinance such as the above. 
In

Great Record Miide By Two Hunters, 
But It W as Not T his 
Year. 
Salem, November 26.—The publica­ 
tion of an item concerning the 75th 
birthday anniversary of Aaron Wilson 
last Saturday has called to Mr. Wil­ 
son’s mind a reminiscence of a sea­ 
son’s hunt some 26 years ago. At that 
time, which was before the present re­ 
strictions of season limit of number 
of quail were in force, Mr. 
Wilson 
and the late Charles I. Hayes 
were 
very fond of hunting. 
For years Messrs. Hayes and Wil­ 
son had .been in the habit of hunting 
together, and at the beginning of one 
fall season one suggested to the other 
that, they keep a record and at the 
end of the season figure up the num­ 
ber of quail and pheasant they had 
bagged. 
Accordingly, a board 
was 
lacked up at Mr. Wilson’s stable, ai\d 
each 
evening when they 
returned 
from a hunt each 
would’ tally 
the 
number of birds he had killed 
that 
day. 
This was kept up through the 
season, at the end of which 
the 
number 
was 
added up and it was 
found that the two had killed a total 
of 965 quail and 77 pheasants during 
tho season. 
They did not count the 
rabbits taken.

of C. I. 
Hayes, still has the old muzzle-loading 
fowling 
piece 
which 
his 
fathei 
used to hunt with. Mr. Wilson dis­ 
posed of his gun years ago. The elder 
Mr. Hayes takes a keen delight lr 
hunting, and during his lifetime went 
out hunting numerous times 
during 
the season. 
Mr. Wilson save that the 
gun owned by Mr. Hayes has. in Its 
time, killed more game 
than 
any 
other gun in the state.

i reservation w ards of tile nation. 
The Kiowas and Comanches, yvho 
have but recently been placed on a l­ 
lotments, will have forsaken many of 
their wild plans of am usem ent this 
Thanksgiving, owing to the fact th a t 
they have been cut off the free list of 
beef issues. 
They have arranged to 
draw grass money on Thanksgiving, 
and a goodly portion of this will be 
spent in purchasing food for a grand 
fe a st 
At night they will take part 
In a green corn dance, at which pray­ 
ers w’ill be offered to the Great Spirit 
for the good crops which they have had 
the past season. 
The spirit of th an k ­ 
fulness pervades the Indian celebra­ 
tions. 
The Osages bold a big feast at P aw ­ 
huska, their capital city. AH members 
of tbe tribe ore invited to take part in 
the festivities. 
At the beginning and 
end of each meal—and there are many 
—the aged missionary who lives among 
them is invited to deliver a short pray­ 
er thanking th e G reat Spirit top the 
good things which the agent has sent 
to them. 
The food Is cooked by tbe 
squaws, and. wTiile it could be pre­ 
pared in a much cleaner and more 
tasteful manner, the cooking Is an im­ 
provement over th a t of a few years 
gone. 
The Apaches an d Cheyennes are in 
the habit of holding a pony smoke. 
Often the Osages indulge in this ex­ 
pensive festival. 
A pony smoke is a 
friendly meeting of tw o tribes and is 
especially appropriate for the occasion. 
The tribe giving the smoke is sup­ 
posed to bear all of the expenses. They 
provide the best gam e and vegetables 
in the m arket for their guests, and a t 
the end of the first day ’s meeting they 
present a good pony to the head of 
each family visiting them. 
As a tribe 
consists of from 300 to 500 families, 
the expenses soon mount high. 
The 
Osages, being the richest reservation 
Indians there are today, can better a f­ 
ford to hold pony smokes, and, com­ 
bined with their feast day, they gen 
orally Invite several hundred guests 
from the Poncas, Tonkaw as and sur­ 
rounding tribes. 
Those accepting the 
ponies are supposed to return the gift 
with equally expensive ones later on, 
but few of them can do so. 
The Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 
as a beef Issue day. 
If the agent does 
not come forw ard and present them 
with a herd of cattle for this occasion, 
they mortgage their property and buy 
cattle of some neighboring ranchmen. 
A beef issue is tho most typical of the 
redskin and also the most picturesque 
of Indian Thanksgiving celebrations. 
For years the government has forbid­ 
den the issue of beef after the manner 
of an old time issue, but on special 
occasions they are allowed the amuse­ 
ment of killing their own meat. 
It is 
said by tbe* government officers who 
succeeded in having the practice stop­ 
ped th a t beef issue tends to make tho 
Indian welder and more difficult to 
civilize. 
A hundred cattle are turned loose In 
a large pasture. The young men of the 
tribe are mounted on mustangs and 
have shining field guns. With the good 
wishes of the squaw s and medicine 
men ringing in their ears they ride out 
to kill the cattle. The beasts have no 
chance for life whatever. Tbe chase 
is accompanied by an undue am ount 
of wild yelling, while excitement grows 
Intense in the camp. The smell of fresh 
blood makes the squaws wild, as it 
were. After all of the cattle have been 
shot down then the killers give a sig­ 
nal which m eans th a t all of the tribe 
are at liberty to rush forth and secure 
their portion. A half beef is awarded 
to each squaw. The beef is cleaned 
and cooked on a fire on the open pluia, 
while tbe medicine men dance their ap­ 
proval and tbe warriors sing in their 
I lee. 
The feast follows, with more 
dancing, and the whole day is thus 
spent, ending late at night with a final 
gorge.

It Is a very ornate seal. 
It 
ought to be, for it cost $1,000. 
It is 
kept In a rosewood case. 
The affixing of this seal is a tnomen 
tons affair. 
A w arrant for it must 
Ila vc been previously obtained from 
and signed by the president. The proc­ 
lamation having been made entirely 
formal and authentic by the addition 
of the seal, copies are taken of it by 
clerks, and one is sent to each of the 
states and territories, addressed to the 
governors. 
T he state department ukes the type­ 
w riter for some purposes, but not for 
official 
correspondence. 
All of tbe 
copies of the proclamation are written 
out on tim long sheets of blue paper 
which are used for official correspond­ 
ence. 
Each governor who receives a 
copy of the president’s proclamation 
will make a proclamation of his own. 
Hut in the meantime the proclamation 
of the president has been made public, 
and the people all over tile country 
know’ w hat day has been chosen for 
Thanksgiving.

A Cotenipornry Account of the Pio­ 
neer Fe a ut In lUttl.

‘‘You shall understand that in this 
little time that few of us have been 
here we have built seven dwelling 
houses aud four for the use of the plan­ 
tation and have made preparations for 
eleven others.

Our harvest being got In, our 
governor sent four men out fowling, so 
that we might after a special manner 
rejoice together ofter we had gathered 
the fruit of our labors.

Colombia. 
The hitches that have oc­ 
curred in the negotiations were ills 
cussed, as were also the prospects of 
settlement. 
Secretary Hay, 
while 
presenting 
the subject of the canal negotiations 
to the cabinet, was not aide to re­ 
port that any progress had been made 
during the past week. 
In fact, it a|>- 
pears that the negotiations have come 
to a dead stop, and while no such 
thing as an ultimatum has passed the 
precise situations may b»* described 
in the statement that the Colombian 
minister here, Concha, has distinctly 
inform ed. the state department that 
he cannot iu uehalf of his goverr 
meat accept the last proposition o! 
the United 
States us a basis of a 
canal treaty. 
The stute department 
has already let it lie known that it 
has come to the end of its concea 
slons, so the chances of a renewal of 
negotiations In the near future are 
not very bright. 
This state of affairs will stimulate 
the negotiations with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica for the alternate route, 
but it now appears '"that diplomats 
of those countries are not disposed 
to allow themselves to be used to 
coerce Colombia, and therefore arc 
desirous of remaining In the back­ 
ground until it shall be clearly estab­ 
lished that no treaty can be made 
between Colombia and 
the 
United 
States. 
One of the statements of fact in 
connection

the Banama route

Their xvlld nature rebelled at 
the idea of work, and it has been with 
tuuch difficulty that the government 
agents have made farmers out of the 
young braves. 
A day of rest and 
*muscmcnt is considered good for tncir 
better nature, and the government au­ 
thorities are willing that Thanksgiving 
day shall become a festal time for the 
reservation wards of the nation. 
The Kiowas and Comanehes, yvho 
have but recently been placed on a I 
lotments, will have forsaken many of 
their wild plans of amusement this 
Thanksgiving, owing to the fact thut 
they have been cut off the free list of 
beef Issues. 
They have arranged to 
draw grass money on Thanksgiving, 
and a goodly portion of this will be 
spent iu purchasing food for a grand 
I feast 
At night they will take part 
in u green corn dance, at which pray­ 
ers will be offered to the Great Spirit 
for the good crops which they have had 
the past season. 
The spirit of thank­ 
fulness pervudes the Indian celebra­ 
tions. 
The Osnges hold a big feast at Faw- 
huska, their capital city. All members 
of the tribe ure Invited to take part in 
the festivities. 
At tbe l>eginulng und 
end of each meal—and there are many 
—the aged missionary who lives among 
them is invited to deliver a short pruy- 
er tbaukiug the Great Spirit for the 
good things which the ugent has sent 
to them. 
The food is cooked by tbe 
squaws, and. while it could be pro- 
pannl in a much cleaner and more 
tasteful manuer, the cookiug Is an im­ 
provement over thut of a few years 
gone. 
The Apaches and Cheyennes are in 
the habit of holding a pony smoke. 
Often the Usages indulge In this ex­ 
pensive festival. 
A pony smoke is u 
friendly meeting of two tribes and Is 
especially appropriate for the occasion. 
The tribe giving the smoke is sup­ 
posed to liear all of the expeuses. They 
provide the best game aud vegetables 
in the market for their guests, and ut 
the end of the first day’s meeting they 
present a good pony to the head of 
each family visiting them. 
As a tril>e 
consists of from 300 to 500 fumbles, 
the expenses soon mount high. 
The 
Usages, being the richest reservation 
Iudiuus there are today, can better af­ 
ford to hold pony smokes, und, com­ 
bined with their feast day, they gen­ 
erally luvlte several hundred guests 
from the Poncas, Tonkawas and sur­ 
rounding tribes. 
Those accepting the 
ponies are supposed to return the gift 
with equally expensive ones later on, 
but few of them can do so. 
The Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 
as a bee.’ issue day. 
If the ageut does 
uot come forward and present them 
with a herd of cattle for this occasion, 
they mortgage their property and buy 
cuttle of some neighboring ranchmen. 
A beef issue is the most typical of the 
redskin and also the most picturesque 
of Indian Thanksgiving celebrations. 
For years the government has forbid­ 
den the Issue of beef after the manner 
of an old time Issue, but on special 
occasions they are allowed the amuse­ 
ment of killing their own meat. 
It is 
said by thts government officers who 
succeeded iu having tbe practice stop­ 
ped that beef issue tends to muke the 
Indian wilder and more difficult to 
civilize. 
j 
A hundred cattle are turned loose in j 
a lurgc [mature. The young men of the 1 
tribe are mounted on mustangs and 
have shining field guns. With the good 
wishes of the squaws and medicine 
men ringing Iu their eurs they ride out 1 
to kill the cattle. The beasts have no 
chance for life whatever. The chase 
is accompanied by au undue amount , 
of wild yelling, while excitement grows 
Intense in tbe camp. Tbe smell of fresh , 
blood makes the squuws wild, us It 
were. After all of the cattle have been 
shot down then tbe killers give a sig­ 
nal which means thut all of the trit>e 
are at liberty to rush forth und secure 
their portion. A half beef is awarded 
to each squaw. The beef is cleaned 
and cooked on a fire on the open plain, 
while the medicine men dance their ap­ 
proval and the warriors slug In their 
I lee. 
The feust follows, with more j 
dancing, and the whole day is thus 
speut, ending lute at night with a final 
gorge.

ments here and there, and after the 
wording has satisfied him he hands It 
over to a clerk to be copied In proper 
shape.

"You shall understand that In this 
little time that few of us have bfei) 
here xve have built seven dwelling 
houses and four for the use of the plan­ 
tation and have made preparations for 
eleven others. 
We set the last spring 
some twenty acres of corn and sowed 
some six a(Tes of barley und peas. 
Our corn did prove well, God be 
praised, and our barley Indifferent 
good, but our i>eas not worth harvest­ 
ing. 
Our harvest being got lu. our 
governor scut four uieu out fow ling, so 
thut we might after a special manner 
rejoice together ufter we hud gathered 
the fruit of our labor*. 
They four lu 
one duy kl.led as much fowl as, with 
a little help t>e*ide, served the whole 
company almost a week, ut which time 
among other recreations we exercised 
our arms, many of the Indians arriv­ 
ing among us. and among the rest their 
greatest king. Massasolt, with nluety 
men, whom for three <lays we enter­ 
tained and feasted. 
And. although It 
tie not ulways so plentiful as It wus at 
this time with us. yet, by the goodness 
of God. we are so far from want that 
we often wish you partakers of our 
plenty.” 
Thus Thanksgiving was born.

The brother m ade arrangem ents to 
come to Newport, and will arrive to­ 
day to pay the unexpired fine and take 
his brother home, w here he will be re­ 
ceived with open arm s by a loving 
mother and five sisters.

Mayor Davidson, (’hi«*f Thompson 
and City Clerk Davidson for mon* than 
ten days past have been bothered al 
most every hour in the day with re 
marks of censure concerning the al 
lowing of a building to stand intar t 
in the middle of Jefferson street, near 
Fifth street. This morning their ntten 
lion was called to another building 
which adorns the public highway on 
West Market street. 
The three officials In question have 
been unable to advise the many who 
hove registered objections and hnve 
ftlso refrained from any words of r e ­ 
pudiation. due to the fact that none 
were confident of the 
stand 
which 
they could take in the matter. 
Ac­ 
cording to an ordinance In the ordi­ 
nance book held by the mayor 
the 
owner of tho building which stands 
at Jefferson and Fifth 
streets 
has 
committed no Wrong and cannot he 
held liable. 
He received 
a 
permit 
from the city clerk to remove 
the 
house and that was deemed suftlcltnt 
However, this morning the 
officials 
were prompted to scour the 400 or 
more ordinances that are contained 
in lh ordinance hook and by so doing 
they discovered one that will result 
either in the removal 
of the build­ 
ings or the city will look to the own­ 
er for damages. 
The ordinance was 
passed October 4, 1S97, and Is styled 
‘ An ordinance to regulate the remov­ 
al of any building over or upon any 
of 
tho 
streets, 
alleys 
or 
public 
grounds of said city."

Tho ordinance In full is as follows: 
"Section I.—Be It 
ordained 
and 
enacted by the council of the city of 
East Liverpool, two thirds of all mem­ 
bers concurring, that no

persons shall remove or cause to he 
removed on, along

any 
street, alley or public way within said 
city 
any dwelling house, 
business 
house, stable of other structure with­ 
out having first obtained from tho city 
clerk a written permit to do so. 
"Section 2.—Upon applying for such 
permit and before the same shall hi* 
issued the person or persons seeking 
tho same shall file in the office of the 
city clerk a bond In the sum of $500. 
payable to the city of East Liverpool 
for use of tho party Injured and with 
sufficient sureties to be approved by 
the city clerk, conditional that said 
person or persons shall fully repair 
any or all damages done to said street 
or other city or private property by 
the removal of said building and shall 
save and keep harmless the said city 
from and 
expense, 
loss or damages 
that It may sustain by reason of said 
building.

W ashington, Nov. 26.—The cabinet 
meeting 
yesterday was devoted al­ 
m ost exclusively to the consideration 
of the status of the reciprocity treaty 
with Cuba and the canal treaty with 
Colombia. 
The hitches that have oc­ 
curred in the negotiations were dis 
cussed, as were also the prospects of 
settlem ent. 
Secretary Hay, 
while 
presenting 
the subject of the canal negotiations 
to the cabinet, was not able to re­ 
port that any progress had been made 
during the past week. 
In fact, it ap­ 
pears that the negotiations have come 
to a dead stop, and while no such 
thing as an ultimatum has passed the 
precise situations may be described 
In the statem ent that the Colombian 
m inister here. Concha, has distinctly 
Inform ed. the state departm ent that 
he cannot iu uehalf of his govern 
ment accept the last proposition oi 
the United 
States as a basis of a 
canal treaty. 
The state departm ent 
has already let it be known that It 
has come to the end of its coneen 
sions, so the chances of a renewal of 
negotiations in the near future are 
not very bright. 
This state of affairs will stimulate 
the negotiations with Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica for the alternate route 
but it now appears "that diplomats 
of those countries are not disposed 
to allow themselves to be used to 
coerce Colombia, and therefore aro 
desirous of remaining In the back 
ground until it shall he clearly estab 
lished that no treaty can be made 
between Colombia and 
the 
United 
States. 
One of the statem ents of fact in 
connection with the Panama route 
which has been brought to tho atten 
tion of the state departm ent Is that 
original canal concessions will expire 
In 1904. and It has been suggests 
that the Colombian governm ent has 
that fact in mind and Is disposed to 
refrain from making a treaty now In 
the expectation that the franchise will 
lapse aud it thus may be In a post 
tlon to build the canal Itself or 
sell a hew concession. 
Such a course 
will raise a very serious question be 
tween the Colombian government, the 
Panama Canal company, the French 
government and the governm ent 
the United States as to w hether or 
not a supplementary decree extending 
tho concessions IO years from 1904 
was valid. 
President Roosevelt laid before tho 
cabinet his annual m essage to con 
gress in completed form. 
It was sent 
to the printer yesterday. 
Most of 
the features of the docum ent were 
familiar to the members of the cabi­ 
net and only such parts of the mes­ 
sage as had not been considered pre 
viously were read In full. 
All the 
members were present except Secre­ 
tary Root.

The food is cooked by th e 
squaw s, and, w hile it could be pre­ 
pared in a m uch cleaner and m ore 
tasteful m anner, th e cooking is an im­ 
provem ent over th a t of a few years 
gone. 
T he A paches an d Cheyennes a re In 
the hab it of holding a pony smoke. 
O ften the O sages indulge in th is ex­ 
pensive festival. 
A pony sm oke is a 
friendly m eeting of tw o tribes and Is 
especially appropriate for th e occasion. 
The trib e giving the smoke is sup­ 
posed to bear all of th e expenses. They 
provide th e best gam e and vegetables 
in the m arket for th eir guests, and a t 
the end of th e first d ay ’s m eeting they 
present a good pony to th e head of 
each fam ily visiting them . 
As a tribe 
consists of from 300 to 500 fam ilies, 
the expenses soon m ount high. 
The 
Osages, being th e richest reservation 
Indians there are today, can better a f­ 
ford to hold pony smokes, and, com­ 
bined w ith their feast day, they gen 
orally Invite several hundred guests 
from th e Fonoas, T oukaw as and sur­ 
rounding tribes. 
Those accepting the 
ponies are supposed to return the gift 
w ith equally expensive ones later on, 
but few of them can do so. 
T he Poncas hold every Thanksgiving 
as a beef issue day. 
If the agent does 
not come forw ard aud present them 
w ith a herd of cattle for this occasion, 
they m ortgage their property aud buy 
cattle of some neighboring ranchm en. 
A beef issue is tho m ost typical of th e 
redskin and also th e m ost picturesque 
of Indian T hanksgiving celebrations. 
For years th e governm ent has forbid­ 
den the Issue of beef a fte r th e m anner 
of an old tim e Issue, but on special

A half beef is aw arded 
to each squaw . T he beef is cleaned 
and cooked on a fire on the open plain, 
while the m edicine men dance th eir ap­ 
proval and the w arriors slug in their 
I lee. 
T he feast follows, w ith more 
dancing, and th e whole day is th u s 
spent, ending late a t night w ith a final 
gorge.

Among them are th e T hanks­ 
giving proclam ations issued by our 
presidents and include ODe dated Jan . 
I, 1795, and signed by George W ash­ 
ington, while another bears th e signa­ 
ture of Jam es M adison. 
T he issuing of a Thanksgiving proc­ 
lam ation by th e president of th e U nited 
S tates la a m ore com plicated affair 


A C o te u p o ra ry A eronat o f th e Pie* 
s e e r F ea st la t o i l , 
The first T hanksgiving day w as cele­ 
brated in the autum n of 1021. 
An account of the pioneer of all these 
feasts has been presented in a letter by 
E dw ard W inslow w ritten in the sam e 
year: 
“You shall understand th a t in this 
little tim e th a t few of us have been 
here w e have built seven dwelling 
houses aud four for th e use of the plan­ 
tation and have m ade preparations for 
eleven others. 
W e set the last spring 
some tw enty acres of corn and sowed 
some six acres of barley and peas. 
Our corn did prove well, 
God be 
praised, 
and our barley indifferent 
good, b u t our peas not w orth harvest­ 
ing. 
O ur harvest being got In, our 
governor sent four men out fowling, so 
th a t w e m ight a fte r a special m anner 
rejoice together afte r we had gathered 
the fru it of our labors. 
They four in 
one day killed as much fowl as, w ith 
a little help beside, served the whole 
com pany alm ost a week, a t which tim e 
am ong other recreations we exercised 
our arm s, m any of the Indians arriv ­ 
ing am ong us. and am ong the rest their 
greatest king, M assasoit, w ith ninety 
men, whom for three days we enter­ 
tained and feasted. 
And, although it 
be Dot alw ays so plentiful as it w as at 
this tim e w ith us. yet, by the goodness 
of God. we a re so far from w ant th a t 
we often wish you partak ers of our 
plenty.” 
Thus Thanksgiving w as born. 
It continued to be celebrated, though 
not with any regularity, for about six­ 
ty years, after which it was annually 
ordered by the genera! court, not al­

Concerning J Olin Meade, whose ease 
was exclusively reported in the News 


R eview on Monday, a Cincinnati dis­ 


patch says: 
John Meade,'Avho was arrested two 
weeks ago under the name of John 
Montgomery by the Newport police, 
has been mourned as dead for four 
years by bis relatives, who reside in 
Wheeling. W. Va. 
That 
truth 
is 
stranger than fiction is again exem­ 
plified in the story of the "resurrect­ 
ion” of Meade, a scion of a prominent 
West Virpinia family. 
His 
father, 
Colonel C. A. Meade, who died about a 
veal* ago. was mine inspector tinder 
Governor Atkinson and a well known 
politician. 
His son John ran away from home 
five years ago, owing to some difficulty 
he had with his 
parents. 
Nothing 
more was heard from him until a year 
later, when a man answering ins de­ 
scription was killed 
in 
a 
railroad 
wreck outside of Wheeling. The body 
was cut to pieces, but as the remains 
bore certain striking resemblances to 
John Meade, and the family was no­ 
tified. 
Meade. Sr., identified the re­ 
mains as those of his son and they 
were buried in the family vault. 
About two weeks 
ago 
two young 
men were arrested by the Newport po­ 
lice.
